29. McGee was killed last Sunday

During the inquest last night it was} 
disclosed that young Vanderlip, fol- 
lowing the murder of Poyntz, had 
contemplated suicide, but a pal of his 


had taken a gun away from him.

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THE RATIO OF NEW-COMERS 

Of 131,000 persons who migrated 
Canada during the first seven months of 
this year, 47,000 came from British coun- 
tries, against 62,000 from foreign coun- 
tries other than the United States, The 
fifty-fifty ratio of British to foreign im- 


migrants was thus not maintained. The 
reason, aS shown by facts which, have 


been made public, was the disinclination of 
people in Great Britain to migrate any- 
where and particularly to Canada. What- 
ever the reasons, and there likely are 
many, Canada has not of late years been 
a favorite among the migrant Britishers, 
while the total number of these has been 
smaller than formerly. 

The fifty-fifty ratio is as strong an ad- 
mixture of continental immigrants as the 
Canadian public would approve or even 
stand for. That this is recognized is 
shown by the efforts which are being 
made to present Canada in a more attrac- 
tive way to the people in Britain, and 
to make it easier for those of them who 
wish to come to Canada to do so, Upon 
the success of those efforts will depend 
very largely the volume of future immi- 
gration from all countries. For should it 
not be possible to increase the number 
coming from Britain, the public are very 
likely to demand a slackening of immigra- 
tion activity in other parts of Europe.
